Some  few  years  ago,  I  stopped  at  a 
general  store  in  a  former  coal  mining  com¬ 
munity  in  the  mountains  of  East  Tennessee. 
There  were  three  older  gentlemen  sitting  on 
the  porch  and  I  asked  them  if  they  knew 
where  I  could  find  some  of  the  old  coal 
scrip.  One  of  them  repl  ied,  "Buddy, 

what  do  you  want  that  stuff  for  -  don't  you  know  you  can't  spend  it  anymore?"  Have 
you  scriptors  ever  pondered  the  reasons  you  collect?  My  own  personal  observations  to 
this  question  are:  There  is  an  innate  pleasure  for  people  in  collecting  anything.  Some¬ 
times  people  collect  and  throw  back  the  things  and  pile  them  up.  The  thrill  for  them  is 
acquiring.  Some  people  collect  as  an  investment;  while  others  collect  to  preserve  the 
item  and  history  of  our  culture  and  subsequently  share  these  with  others.  Many  scriptors 
have  a  little  bit  of  ail  three  motives,  however,  one  motive  will  normally  predominate.  I 
would  not  condemn  any  of  the  three. 


Whatever  your  motives  are  for  collecting  scrip,  you  need  the  Edkins  Scrip  Book... 
Your  catalogue  committee  continues  to  be  active  and  are  delighted  to  inform  you  that 
THE  BOOK  has  been  typed  and  proof  read.  The  one  remaining  obstacle  to  having  the 
book  "camera  ready"  for  the  publisher  is  an  effective  method  of  depicting  the  approx¬ 
imately  2,500  tokens  with  "cut-outs".  Without  getting  into  all  the  mechanics  of  this 
facet;  suffice  it  to  say,  this  is  a  complicated  problem.  BUT  WE  SHALL  OVERCOME!!

Q.  A  reader  would  like  to  know  if  The  Newport  Rolling  Mill 
nsw@r:  Co.  (Newport,  Ky.)  is  coal  scrip? 

A.  Although  not  listed  in  Dodrill's  book,  Don  Edkins  lists  it 
as  coal.  Most  collectors  to  whom  he  has  talked  and  have  it 
in  their  collections  consider  it  a  coal  token. 

Q.  How  common  was  the  counterfeiting  of  coal  scrip?  Which  ones  are  known  to  be 
counterfeit?  Was  the  Koppers  Stores  $1  -  WM  -  02  piece  ever  counterfeited  or  under 
suspect? 

A.  I  can  offer  little  comment  on  these  questions.  I  have  seen  a  very  poor  attempt  and 
result  of  counterfeit  Accoville  Store  Co.  tokens  only.  Perhaps  R.  Craigo  or  D.  Edkins 
or  some  other  Scriptor  can  offer  some  information.  (Editor's  Note:  I  have  scrip  from  the 
New  River  Company  which  is  counterfeit  =  $1  from  one  location  =  and  Craigo  can  fill 
us  in  on  this.) 

Q.  A  collector  was  told  his  5q,  50p,  and  $1.00  pieces  of  Burk  Supply  Company, 

National,  W.Va.,  are  a  complete  set.  Yet  he  claims  they  issued  $2  and  $5  pieces  also. 
A.  This  Scriptor  may  be  entirely  correct  but  according  to  Edkins  none  of  the  last  two 
pieces  is  known  to  exist.  None  has  surfaced  as  yet  and  until  thoroughly  documented, 
will  not  be  listed  in  the  forth  coming  coal  token  catalog. 

Q.  The  question  in  a  previous  issue  of  Scrip  Talk  regarding  the  number  of  states  that 
issued  Coal  Scrip  created  more  than  passing  interest.  A  number  of  Scriptors  asked  that 
readers  possessing  coal  tokens  from  the  following  states  send  in  a  description...  (Arizona, 
California,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Michigan,  Mississippi,  and  Oregon).  Can  anyone  help? 
(Editor's  Note:  I  have  a  5q  bi-metal  (Childs  mfg)  from  Antrim  Iron  Co.,  Mancelona, 
Michigan  supposed  to  be  coal.) 

A.  Let's  hope  we  get  a  good  response.  A  lq  WM  and  a  5q  brass  are  known  from  the 
Verne  Coal  Co.,  Saginaw,  Michigan  though  not  listed  in  Dodrill.  He  does  list  a  known 
token  from  the  Beaver  Coal  Co.,  Bay  City,  Michigan.  I  do  not  know  the  denomination(s) , 
composition,  or  type.

Excerpts  from  the  Feb.  21,  1900  COAL  TRADE  JOURNAL 


The  miners  of  the  Cross  Creek  Coal  Co.,  in  the  Hazeiton  (Pa.)  region  are  now  earning 
about  $12.35  and  laborers  $10.58  per  week. 


The  strike  among  the  350  employees  of  the  Fernwood  Colliery  (Pa.)  of  the  Bennett  Coal 
Co.  has  been  settled  and  the  men  have  returned  to  work.  The  men  struck  because  they 
were  not  satisfied  with  certain  topping  rules  and  complaining  of  the  charges  put  upon 
giant  powder,  claiming  it  was  exorbitant. 

James  Rudge,  mine  foreman  of  the  National  Coal  Co's  works,  near  Noblestown  (Pa.) 
was  shot  and  instantly  killed  on  the  17th,  by  a  former  employee  of  the  company. 

During  the  last  rise  on  the  Kanawha  River,  106  barges,  containing  1,540,000  bushels 
of  coal  passed  down  the  river  to  the  Cincinnati  market. 


The  strike  of  the  miners  of  the  Blossburg  Coal  Co.,  at  Arnot  (Pa.)  came  to  a  satisfactory 
settlement  on  the  16th.  The  miners  struck  last  July  for  an  advance  in  wages,  having  up 
to  that  time  received  approximately  10$  a  ton  less  than  the  scale  agreed  upon  at  a  joint 
meeting.  The  strike  was  one  of  the  longest  and  bitterest  in  the  state.

A  NOVICE  COLLECTOR’S  REACTION  TO  HIS  FIRST  NSCA  MEETING 


Have  you  ever  said  to  yourself,  "Some  time  soon  I  am  going  to  attend 

one  of  the  NSCA  semi-annual  meetings?"  If  you  have,  this  article  is  written 

for  you,  because  until  last  October,  I  had  been  saying  the  same  thing  for  years. 

Then  I  decided  definitely  to  go,  and  succeeded  in  talking  my  wife  into  going  with 

me,  so  that  I  could  take  the  cost  of  the  trip  out  of  our  vacation  budget.  So, 

we  went  to  our  first  NSCA  meeting  at  Corbin,  Kentucky,  not  really  knowing  whether 
we  would  enjoy  the  activity  or  like  the  people  that  we  were  soon  to  meet. 

Let  me  tell  you  about  some  of  my  experiences  since  I  think  of  myself  as  a 
novice  collector.  At  that  time,  I  had  been  seriously  collecting  only  about  a  year. 
Previously,  I  had  been  more  of  a  "saver"  than  a  "collector"  for  several  years.  I 
had  been  able  to  accumulate  a  hundred  or  so  duplicate  pieces.  I  also  had  a  few 
sets  from  a  company  that  had  not  been  on  the  market  very  long,  all  of  which  I  planned 
to  use  as  trading  material. 

We  arrived  Thursday  afternoon  and  met  a  few  people  at  dinner.  Afterwards, 
we  ended  up  in  one  of  the  member's  rooms.  Our  wives  talked  and  the  fellows  traded 
information  and  a  few  pieces  of  scrip.  Me,  I  just  listened,  and  looked  at  a  col¬ 
lection  of  scarce  scrip  and  also  at  a  collection  of  over  1700  pennies,  all  different. 
This  was  a  real  eye  opener  to  me.  I  didn't  have  1700  different  pieces  in  my  entire 
collection. 

Friday  was  more  of  a  day  of  rest  and  relaxation  and  meeting  more  early  arrivals. 
Friday  evening,  people  began  to  drift  in  to  the  meeting  room  and  greet  old  acquaintances 
Someone  would  ask  another  what  he  brought.  A  hand  would  dip  into  a  pocket  and  out 
would  come  a  coin  folder,  or  a  notebook  would  be  pulled  from  under  the  arm  and  opened. 
When  I  saw  what  was  happening,  I  went  back  to  the  room  and  got  my  notebook.  Sure 
enough,  I  did  not  get  two  steps  into  the  room  before  somebody  wanted  to  know  what  I 
had  brought.  Did  a  little  trading  and  found  that  nobody  tried  to  take  advantage  of 
this  newcomer  who  was  an  obvious  novice.
